Venezuela 


The US Embassy in Caracas reports that Venezuelan 
oil production has averaged almost 2.4 million barrels 
per day for the past two weeks, fulfilling President 
Perez' assurances to US Ambassador Luers last month that 
production would be raised to its technical limit to meet 
the needs of Venezuela's traditional customers. The Em- 
bassy calculates that the production boost, combined with 
higher prices, will result in significantly higher oil 
revenues for Venezuela this quarter — possibly $800 mil- 
lion to $1 billion more than in the same period last year. 
It notes that the increased production has drawn politi- 
cal criticism in the form of suggestions that it damages 
the oil fields; some members of the Social Christian 

Party of President-elect Herrera, who assumes office 

next week, are among the critics.

yesterday, they gave Carstens an overwhe lming en- 
dorsement.
